Man Held In 


Morals Case 


J ames A. Patterson, 31, of 
Ford 
Road. Cornwells Heights, 
was committed to Bucks Coun­ 
ty Prison 
yesterday 
charged 
with morals offenses with a 17- 
year-old boy. 
He was giv en a hearing be­ 
fore Bristol J ustice of the Peace 
J ohn Walker and was charged 
with sodomy, corrupting 
and 
tending to corrupt the morals 
of a minor, and soliciation to 
commit sodomy.

individuals who feel it is their 
duty to honor the war dead.
